Randy’s role of the “set up man” has stemmed from a 
complete change in his linemates. “Ek” had junior Brian 
Keeley and the now graduated Pete Longhi to spring him for 
a total of 12 goals during the 73-74 session. This winter 
however, Economidy finds himself setting up senior center 
John Sapelli (profiled last week) for the bullseyes, and Ek 
has responded with 9 assists to complement a pair of goals. 

“I’m getting my shots but I’m passing off a lot more,” 
commented Economidy. “It’s better for me to work in the 
corners because John (Sapelli) is so big he can’t be moved 
from out front of the net.”

Memorial introduced the 
free screening for diabetes,

Another 500 persons took 
advantage of free blood 
pressure screening, also 
offered last year by Wesson

persons in the Springfield 
area took advantage of the 
free testing.
